Denies Voice Lost. 

Caruso was emphatic in his denial 
that his voice was lost, and was par- 
ticularly assertive with regard to an 
alleged interview which it was report- 
ed he had given to a certain Dr. Ful- 
ton, in which he was quoted as declar- 
ing that he would never sing again. 

“Of course, these gashes you see

Dreamed of Death.

I seemed to be buried and, strangely 
enough, could at the same time see my 
own bas-relief carved on the top of my 
tombstone. It seemed so calm and 
peaceful to be dead—no more suffer- 
ing. A loud automobile horn in the 
street below brought me back to life 
and I woke up to find Mrs. Caruso 
looking anxiously into my face. I 
told her that one experience beyond the 
grave would be sufficient for me for 
some time, and from that moment I 
have been improving. It’s very agree-

Need Clearing House on Jobs. 

It all) hammered home the need for a 
comprehensive organiz:.tion to deal 
with the whole situation, a clearing 
house for jobs and applications for 
work, in which all the various relief 
agencies could work together to cover 
the city thoroughly. 

One need which all the organizations 
emphasize is that of having men out 
in the field drumming up the employ- 
ers. Another is that of some classi- 
fication of the workers, so that men 
can be connected with jobs they fit 
most closely, and also for protection 
against the small percentage which has 
been using the service button in a 
more or less strongarm fashion—these 
are denounced loudly wherever the ex- 
service men congregate in search of 


work. 
Relief Fund Necessary. 

All the organizations regard some 
relief funds as essential; enough at 
least té assure the soldier out of work 
e, cot and a wash basin or shower in 
the morning—the complaint against 
sleeping in the parks even on a hot 
night is that one gets up feeling rather 
frowsy—something, too, in the way of 
plain but nourishing chow until he con- 
nects with a job. Most of the men 
applying are penniless. 

One group which is becoming more 
and more of a problem consists of the 
men who are less than 10 per cent dis- 
abled, and thus are not in the scope of 
compensation. Many reported 
with enough’ disability to put them 
below their usual mark. Troubles of 
slow development, heart; kidney, lungs, 
feet, are causing a drop in the endur- 
ance of many. ©

“We are trying to bring t 

the old units of the national scseaaeh 
that did such glorfous fighting in the 
war, and to rehabilitate them. We 


are also trying to bring together the 
reserve divisions. And the greater 
part of the army of the future will 
be composed of young men like your- 
selves in the reserve, then the na- 
tional guard, and then the regular 
army of 150,000 men. 

“During the world war we had to 

try to prepare by strenuous activity. 
It was necessary to organize training 
canrps for officers. In general the re- 
sults were satisfactory, but the train- 
ing could not last long enough. 
- “When the time came to enlist the 
men of the rank and file, 51 per cent 
of the nation’s young men were found 
to have noticeable physical defects 
and 16 per cent couldn’t qualify at all! 
Think of it! Out of 10,000,000 men, 
1,600,000 not physically qualified to de- 
fend their country. I hope you young 
men will create such a sentiment at 
home that every young man will not 
be satisfied with himself until he can 
say: ‘I have qualified for American 
citizenship because I have had mili- 
tary training.’ ”’

Vnkbing expert comment upon the art of Enrico 
Caruso to Mr.-Moore, if is not improper perhaps 


the chief figures.of the operatic stage of our time. 
Probably, to the eye of the multitude, the star of 
Caruso shone brightest of all in the galaxy, and if 
we were to venture to select from his achfevements 
that which gave to the average auditor the greatest 
thrills, it would be the rendering of “ Poor Poliacco” 
in “Pagliacci.” But, of course, in such matters 
the general taste varies as much at least as that 
of the expert, which is to say a great deal. 

Critics and historians of music will indeed differ 
in placing Caruso. The public which glorified 
him will not bother about the question whether he 
rahks among the greatest or is worthy to be re- 
membered with Mario, Rubini, Davide, Campanini 
[not oyr late conductor] or Jean De Reszke. What 
is certain is that he possessed a voice worthy the 
term so generally applied to it—*‘ the golden "= 
and a temperament which expressed the simpler 
emotions with trgmendous effect. Rubini, it is re- 
corded, possessed a special gift for expressing 
pathos, and this undoubtedly was a chief factor of 
Caruso’s appeal. Yet he sang a wide range of 
réles with immense success and could be counted 
to pack any house from orchestra rail to gallery. 

As an actor and artist he fell short of the high 
level maintained by such a man as Jean De Reszke 


sor Muratofe, and his appeal was to the spinal col- 


umn rather than the cerebrum. But this hardly af- 
fected his great vogue even in a period which has 
shown an expansion of the dramatic as distin- 
guished from the lyric content of opera.

CAN FISHES TALK? 

HE Wednesday morning class in 
icthyology is now in session. 
Adolph Metz and several others 
‘are interested in the suggestion 

made by Dr. Graham Bell, the distin- 

guished inventor of the telephone, that 
fishes are able to communicate with 
one another. ' 

If the skull of one of our common or 
bony fishes is examined it will be seen 
that it is made up of three parts, exclu- 
sive of the jaws or other arches. The 
large céntral chamber. contains the 
brain and the orbit or eye socket; the 
forward portion holds the: organs of 
smell, an@,the rear section those of 
hearing. e latter generally consist 
of large storiy or chalky bodies pecu- 
Marly grooved and marked. 

. 

In the fresh water sheephead or 
‘drum these “ear bones” or. otoliths 
bear the impress of the capital letter 
“L,” which, as any small boy can tell 
you, stands for only one thing: Luck. 
For my part; I would never think of
